REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE TO LEBANON BAP- — 
TiIST ASSOCIATION. 


While temperance, as understood by Baptists, embraces a variety 
of subjects which might furnish topics for interesting and profitable 
uiscussion, we prefer to confine this report to temperance as it effects 
the liquor traffic. 

Congressman Hobson, of Alabama, cites authority to prove that 
atcoho! is ten thousand times more destructive than all wars combined, 
and it is beyond doubt the greatest enemy to our twentieth century 
c!vilization. 

We feel sure that the consumption of intoxicants within the State 
of Mississippi has been greatly reduced within the last year, although 
newspaper reports make this year’s liquor bill the greatest in the 
history of the world. 

The Anti-Saloon League of the State is doing a great work in the 
furtherance of the cause of temperance and deserves our hearty 
co-operation. 

According to our information, blind tigerism in this State has 
been reduced one-half within the last year; through the instrumentality 
cf the Anti-Saloon League, law and order committees have been 
formed in- most of the counties throughout the State, and, in most 
(ases, are doing excellent work; great progress has been made on the 
Gulf Coast, twenty were arrested and their goods confiscated i one 
day at Biloxi, and, at Gulfport, sentence of $500.00 and ninety days in 
several cases thinned out these violators; in some cases, officers who 
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winked at crime against our liquor laws have been ousted from office. 
Hattiesburg has made it 80 het! for Micit liquor dealers that all the 
larger ones hayo fled from its borders; Greenville has made great 
progress in the cause; in many eae newsboys selling intoxicants 
have been taken from trains and punished: Hinds County has gent 
some of the ring leaders in the nefarious traffic to the county farm: 
large quantities of liquor have n seized and destroyed according 15 
law in several paces; and there! has been a Seneral reduction in the 
number of bling tigers and in the quantity of liquor dispenseq by them 
in most counties of the State. 

The last legislature enacted a law authoriaing Boards of Super 
Visors and municipal authorities! to appropriate not exceeding one 
third of the fines collected by the respectively from the violators of 
the prohibition laws to be used for the purpose of procuring evidence 
of violations of said laws, and it ig thought that blind tigerism can be 
greatly reduced by having such bogrds and municipal authorities make

The little book, “Destroying th, Destroyer” contains some exceed 
ingly fine extracts from the Sayings and writings of eminent men of 
our own State and elsewhere regar ing the destructiveness of alcohol,

Mississippi Baptists have 
cne in the state and a part interest in the Baptist Memorial Hospital 
| .cated at Memphis, Tenn. 

The Mississippi Baptist Hospital is located at Jackson. It ig a 
frame building, with ten rooms, including kitchen, dining room and 
operating room, and was a gift from some of the leading physicians 
and surgeons of that city. It is under the control of a Board of Trus- 
tees appointed by the Baptist State Convention. It cares for both 
charity and pay patients and is open for practice to all reputable physi- 
¢ians and surgeons. ; 

During the first ten months this hospital cared for 133 patients. 
During the past nine months it has cared for 118 surgical patients 
vith 1 death, and 62 medical patients with 2 deaths. From the first 
more than one-tenth of the work has been done free. 

The present building has long since proven itself inadequate to 
the demands made upon it, and in view of this, the convention pledged 
itself to a campaign for $50,000.00 with which to erect and equip a 
fvitable building. This campaign is now on and we urge the mem- 
Lership of this Association to join heartily in making up the funds, 

We recommend that our pastors observe “Hospital Day” as ar- 
tanged by the Board of Trustees. 

We recommend that our W. M. U’s and Sunday Schools respond 
to the appeals made to them for funds for special rooms and beds. 

Brethren, this is a long deferred but very pressing matter, and , 
we ned to be in haste about this phase of the Master’s work.

Just a little more than a dozen years ago the Baptists.of our great 
State of Mississippi awoke to the claims of this great r ponsibility 
and established an orphans’ home on 112 acres of land in the suburbs 
of Jackson. 

Within this brief period there has ¢tome under our care over 500 
children. There are some 230 in the Home now. The property is now 
worth

ing and also have ready fi'led boxes for the orphanage cars. 

Let us thank God and press forward in the work.

SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


We are very glad that the day has arrived when the work of Sun- 
day School is not being questioned among our Christian Nation. Espe- 
cially are we glad that all churches in our Southjand are realizing its 
worthworth and are doing everything possible to better equip them- 
selves along this line. 


Jesus said go “teach.” He Said also some were “called to be 


Apostles and some teachers.” Sunday School is the systematic way of 
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arrying out His eterna! decree of teaching the truth. A question then 
presents itself—how make the Sunday School attractive? How get 
he best results? First, we feel that the pastor can play an important 
sart by his presence and interest. It is the duty of every pastor to 
irge the people to attend and also set before them their necessity of 
knowing more of God's word. Then if possible, call his teachers and 
superintendent in session once a week and discuss the lesson and the 
est method of presenting it on Sunday. Second, we feel that much 
depends on the Superintcndent. A Superintendent fired with holy 
enthusiasm and zeal in Sunday School work is a benediction to any 
community. Third, we feel that possibly the Teacher plays the most 
important part in this great work, hence the cry of better equipped, 
better trained teachers. The Teacher should be a Christian, apt to 
teach and trained. 

We further believe that our Teachers cannot be what it is possible 
for them to be until they have taken the “Teachers’ Training Course.” 
Here again, we would place the responsibility where it rightfully be 
longs, namely, on the Pastor and Superintendent. In order to do 
successful work, it is necessary for the teacher first, to know the Bible. 
Second, to kriow the pupil. Third, to study methods. If these essen- 
tials are: rightly carried out, success will surely come. 

We further recommend that every church have a Teachers Train- 
ing Course, and not be satisfied with the first book, but seek further 
knowledge in the courses given. We also urge that every church elect 
and send delegates to the Sunday School Encampment that meets at 
Hattiesburg, the 4th Sunday in July. 

Our State Secretary, Bro. J. E. Byrd, is doing a good work, but his 
territory is too large for one man. Would that we could multiply him - 
by ten. As we cannot do this, let Pastors and Superintendents co- 
eperate with him, follow his leadership, widen his influence, enlarge 
his work. 

We recommend that a committee, named below, be appointed to be 
known as a Sunday School Missionary Committee, whose duty shall be 
to organize Sunday Schools in communities that have none, in churches 
that have none, grade and strengthen schools not graded, organize 
teachers’ meetings, organize teacher training classes, and do general 
Sunday School missionary work:

Home Missions. 


The territory in which the Home Mission Board operates, is the 
Southern states, Cuba, Isle of Pine, Panama, New Mexico and the 
irontier of the West. Through the labors of the missionaries, sup- 
porte entirely or in part by .the Home Board, there have been this 
year a total of 38,366 persons added to the membership of churches 
helped by the Home Board. No mission board that operates in America 
has ever made a report showing such remarkable results: 

The Home Board cloged last year free of debt. 

Our mountain school work is receiving more attention from our 
people than in former years. We have this year conducted 29 schools, 
with a total of 142 teachers and 4,636 students, 75 of whom were min- 
isterial students. 

The department of Evangelism has met with steady and increasing 
favor from the beginning. Its influence upon our denominational life 
is whblesome and far-reaching. The cry is for more workers for this 
department. 

There are in the Southern Baptist Convention not less than 4,500 
lomeless churches. A church without a house must fight for its own 
existence when it ought to be helping to evangelize the world. A 
houseless church can never impress a community with the idea of 
stability, permanence and competency. A church without a house is 
like a homeless babe, doomed to weakness, suffering and death, There- 
fore, we ought to have a permanent building fund of not less than 
£1,000,000. We ought to say to our board, go forward and raise it. 
You have our prayers and money.

4. That a club of subscribers be in each church for the 
Foreign Mission Journal, Home Field ahd Baptist Record, 

5. That churches and pastors make a large use of the tracts fur- 
nished by the three Boards in educating the people along mission lines.
